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A startlingly high death-rate from 
tuberculosis has been found in Porto 
Rico by Dr. Gilbert Pesquera in his 
recent survey. In accordance with 
a plan of the National Tuberculosis 
Association to aid its neighbor coun- 
tries against tuberculosis, this pre- 
liminary six weeks’ survey has just 
been completed. Dr. Pesquera who 
is a member of the staff of the Sana- 
torium of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company at Mount Mc- 
Gregor was loaned to the National 
Association by that Company. 

Dr. Pesquera found a serious tu- 
berculosis situation in Porto Rico 
with a death-rate, for the latest year 
available, of 300 per 100,000 popu- 
lation. It is even higher than this 
in the cities, reaching 400 per 100,- 
000 population in the capital, San 
Juan. There are about 330 beds for 
tuberculosis in the entire Island and 
over 4,400 recorded deaths from tu- 
berculosis in a year. Dr. Pesquera 
believes, however, that this is a mini- 
mum number of deaths because many 
deaths, unattended by a physician, are 
reported without the cause of death 
being stated. He is of the opinion 
that there are double the number of 
deaths from tuberculosis than are 
officially recorded, 

There is a series of tuberculosis 
clinics throughout the Island but 
these are handicapped by a lack of 
nursing facilities to follow up cases 
and by a lack of sanatorium beds to 
which patients may be sent. The 
recent hurricane which devastated 
Porto Rico has caused a great deal 
of deprivation and thousands of 
people are in actual want. 

Doctor Pesquera in his short stay 
was able to interest all the agencies 
in tuberculosis, including the insular 
Board of Health, the lay public health 
associations and the medical associa- 
tious to unite in an Insular Tubercu- 
losis Council through which further

efforts to ameliorate the serious tu- 
berculosis situation can be carried out. 

Doctor Pesquera also succeeded ‘n 
enlisting the interest of the new 
Governor, Theodore Roosevelt, who 
has consented to act as President cf 
this Council and will lend every aid 
toward the promotion of anti-tuber- 
culosis measures in the Island. It is 
hoped that this beginning may be fol- 
lowed by definite action so that the 
interest already aroused may be crys- 
talized into a continuous anti-tuber- 
culosis campaign. 


Dr. Sabin Wins Prize 


Dr. Florence R. Sabin, a member 
of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research and also on our 
Committee on Medical Research, re- 
ceived the annual $5,000 award given 
by Pictorial Review to “the Ameri- 
can woman who, in the opinion of a 
distinguished committee, has made 
the most distinctive contribution to 
American life in the fields of arts, 
letters or the sciences.” 

At the Rockefeller Institute Dr. 
Sabin directs a department devoted 
to the study of blood and blood 
diseases, and this is giving particular 
attention to research on tuberculosis. 

Dr, Sabin is 57 years old and has 
been engaged in research since 1901. 
She is a graduate of Smith College 
and Johns Hopkins University. 

Dr, Sabin is the first woman mem- 
ber of the Rockefeller Institute. She 
was a professor at Johns Hopkins 
University from 1917 to 1925 and is 
the only woman ever elected to the 
National Academy of Science. 

Readers of the BULLETIN are fa- 
miliar with the modest manner and 
keen intelligence of Dr. Sabin who 
has read papers on the results of her 
work at several of our annual meet- 
ings. It will be most gratifying to 
them to learn that this much de- 
served honor has come to her.

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Legislation for Vocational 
Rehabilitation 


In 1920 a bill was passed by Con- 
gress carrying an appropriation of 
$1,000,000 a year to be used in the 
Vocational Rehabilitation of those 
persons disabled through accident or 
disease. ‘This fund is administered 
through the Rehabilitation Bureau of 
the Federal Board. ‘The money is 
allocated to states on a population 
basis wherever the states match the 
Federal funds. Such enabling legis- 
lation has been passed in forty-four 
states. 

When this appropriation went into 
effect, the state supervisors in the 
various states gave precedence to 
those obviously disabled through the 
loss of limbs. More recently, how- 
ever, greater attention has been paid 
to those disabled through cardiac dif- 
ficulties and tuberculosis. 

The supervisors in the various 
states are very glad to give considera- 
tion to cases sent to them by the tu- 
berculosis associations. In order to 
be eligible these cases must be arrest- 
ed and must be unable to return to 
their former occupations. 

The appropriation passed under the 
present national act runs out June 
30, 1930. During the coming ses- 
sion of Congress there will be intro- 
duced a bill providing for extension 
of the present program and a larger 
appropriation. If this bill is passed 
there will, of course, be more money 
available for the training of the dis- 
abled. Tuberculosis associations, both 
state and local, are urged to cooperate 
fully with the state supervisors of re- 
habilitation in a strenuous effort to 
secure support for this legislation. 
The national office will be glad to 
answer any queries on this subject. 


E. D. C. News 


The Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company again will give generous 
support to the Early Diagnosis Cam- 
paign.

Conference at Paris 


Representatives from forty-five 
countries were present at the Inter- 
national Conference on Mortality 
Statistics, October 16-18, attended by 
Miss J. S. Whitney in Paris. There 
were about seventy delegates, eight 
members from the United States, and 
Miss Whitney was the only woman 
delegate. 


This conference which is held every 
ten years, was started forty years ago 
by Dr. Jacques Bertillon, the famous 
finger print expert. He conceived 
the idea of having a classification of 
causes of death that might be used 
in all countries so that a comparison 
of mortality figures between countries 
would be possible. Practically all 
civilized countries now use this list. 
Every ten years representatives from 
these countries come together to make 
any necessary changes. 

The 1929 meeting was called by 
the French Government and the ses- 
sions were held in the office of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 

There were many minor changes 
made in the list and a few major 
ones. A few changes in the classi- 
fication of tuberculosis deaths were 
made but only in the matter of re- 
grouping other forms of tuberculosis. 
The actual changes in this respect 
will be published in the BULLETIN 
when the final official minutes of the 
meeting are received. 


Dates for Nurses’ 
Convention 


June 9-14, 1930, are the dates set 
for the next biennial convention of 
the three national nursing organiza- 
tions to be held at Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin. It will be the twenty-seventh 
convention of the American Nurses’ 
Association, the thirty-seventh con- 
vention of the National League of 
Nursing Education, and the four- 
teenth convention of the National 
Organization for Public Health 
Nursing. 


A San for Lorain County 


Lorain County, Ohio, will have a 
tuberculosis sanatorium. The voters 
of the county on November 5 re- 
turned a verdict in favor of the bond 
issue calling for $425,000 for the 
contruction of a sanatorium to ac- 
commodate 75 patients. 
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Open Air School Study 


Dr. H. W. Hetherington of the 
Henry Phipps Institute, Philadelphia, 
Pa., has given an interesting and de- 
tailed report on his study of “Open 
Air Schools for the Treatment of 
Tuberculous Children” in the Oc- 
tober issue of the American Review 
of Tuberculosis. Three open air 
schools in Philadelphia established 
specifically for the instruction o2f 
children with tuberculosis were con- 
sidered in the study and its main pur- 
pose was to determine to what extent 
the ordinary methods of history tak- 
ing and physical examination are 
capable of selecting tuberculous chil- 
dren suitable for open air school care. 

The conclusion reached is that tu- 
berculin tests and X-ray examina- 
tions are an indispensable part of the 
physical examinations to discover tu- 
berculous infection and its severity. 
Too often a diagnosis of tuberculosis 
is made that is based only on symp- 
toms and physical signs. In actual 
practice malnutrition has been the 
most important criterion used in the 
selection of children for open air 
classes and Dr. Hetherington chal- 
lenges the belief that an intimate re- 
lationship exists between tuberculosis 
and malnutrition. The statement 
that at least 25% of the children ex- 
posed to open tuberculosis at home 
have advanced latent lesions is arrest- 
ing. 

The report is an exceedingly valu- 
able contribution to the problem of 
the care of the tuberculous child and 
every tuberculosis worker will profit 
by a careful study of it. 


“My Dear! You’re a 
Jewel!” 


This is the beguiling title of a de- 
lightful little booklet issued by the 
National Dairy Council and dedicat- 
ed to “the Glorious American Girl.” 
As can readily be guessed, it is de- 
signed to interest adolescent girls in 
health. In addition to the booklet, 
the Dairy Council has a “Jewel Case 
Monologue” written for audiences 
consisting chiefly of girls of Junior 
~-Senior high school age and normal 
school age. The speaker takes the 
part of a jewelry saleswoman and her 
clever lines and the “props” which 
she has with her in her sample case 
are well .calculated to drive home 


health lessons in a telling way. For 
an assembly program a “Jewel Case 
Monologue” would be excellent and 
if the little “Jewel” booklets could 
be distributed to the audience after- 
wards, the health lesson would doubt- 
less linger longer! Write to the Na- 
tional Dairy Council for this, and for 
other devices to stimulate your pupils 
in their health activities, 


A House of Vegetables 


Visitors to the Nurses’ Interna- 
tional Congress held in Montreal last 
summer were greatly attracted by the 
“Health House” exhibit of the Dairy 
Branch of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment of Ottawa. It consisted of a 
large doll’s house made entirely of 
health foods. The foundations were 
of peas and beans, the walls of whole 
meal‘and the roof of Graham crack- 
ers. Shutters were slices of whole 
wheat bread and the curtains were of 
lettuce leaves. Columns of macaroni 
formed the veranda and the steps 
were made of cheese. The path to 
the house was made of rice edged 
with nuts. Such a “Health House” 
would make a striking exhibit at 
county fairs and its construction 
would be a_ healthful activity for 
seventh and eighth graders.

N. T. A. Fellows 


In continuance of a plan for social 
research inaugurated by the National 
Tuberculosis Association two years ago, 
three fellowships have been granted to 
Columbia University. The purpose of 
the fellowships is to work out in co- 
operation with Columbia University three 
individual studies in some of the social 
phases of tuberculosis. 

The Fellows who have been selected 
are already at work. They are: Miss 
Elizabeth Dublin, daughter of Dr. Louis 
I. Dublin, Statistician of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company; Miss Esther 
Goldberg, who has been connected with 
the Bureau of Tuberculosis in the Syra- 
cuse Health Demonstration; and Dr. 
Jessie Marshall, who has done consider- 
able work in public health and especially 
in child health in her native city of 
Birmingham, England. 

The topics selected for these research 
studies are in general: The Incidence of 
Tuberculosis in Industry; A Study of Tu- 
berculosis Among Young Women Based 
on Mortality Records; and A Study of 
Tuberculosis Among Young Women 
Based on Morbidity Data Obtained 
Through Large Employers of Young 
Women. 

It is hoped that by the end of the aca- 
demic year a preliminary or tentative 
report may be ready on each of these 
three topics.
